Any official state- 
ment could be no more than a progress re- 
port in any case. The conferees had no pow- 
er to effect such a union—nor to prevent it. 

There is no reason to suppose that the 
talks have lessened the prospect of a merger. 
And no positive indication that they have 
greatly strengthened the probability. So far 
as is known no previously unexpected diffi- 
culties have been found. What is certain is 
that the position has been fully discussed, 
that the case for fusion is more clearly 
understood, and that the Newfoundland re- 
presentatives have a definite conception of 
what would be the powers and limitations of 
their colony as a province of Canada. 

It is to be hoped, and supposed, that the 
delegates were left under no misapprehen- 
sion that Newfoundland might lose its Lab- 
rador territory if it entered the confedera- 
tion. This fear was reported to be causing 
some uneasiness in St. Johns a few weeks 
ago. It was of course groundless, and as- 
surance on the point is desirable, whether 
or not the islanders choose to seek union.

proposal that it pay in raw materials for the 


$19,000,000,000 worth of supplies it is asking 
from the United States under the Marshall 
Plan. The suggestion is that at least part
